Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant notes the Exanniner appears to have 
mistakenly failed to consider claim 27. It is noted claim 27 was cancelled in paper no. 4 (Amendment B). Applicant argues if a laser 
were directed to the adhesive film in Lake, it would harden the adhesive film, making it impossible to remove the flexible circuit from the 
processing center. It is noted it is well known and conventional that numerous methods are available to detach the base layer from the 
auxiliary barrier (e.g. laser ablation) as taught for example in Zhang (similarly directed to forming flexible circuit substrates) such that one 
of ordinary skill in the art would have readily appreciated using these well known attachment and detachment (e.g. laser ablation) 
methods in Lake as only the expected results would be achieved. 
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
